JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 12 — 
{JP)—M issouri’s Ozark s region has 
a great future, State Sen. H. B. 
H art (R) of Versailles believes, 
and in try ing to prove it he took 
32 senators and their guests on a 
bus tour of the area y esterday . 
He showed them the Hurricane 
Deck bridge— a toll bridge—which 
he would lik e to have the state 
purchase from the Federal Re­ 
construction Finance Corporation, 
holder of the bonds. 
The bridge^ costing in the neigh­ 
borhood of $500,000, hasn’t paid its 
bond interest since it was built, 
but Senator H art said it would if 
the highway 
departm ent would 
pave state highway No. 5. 
It is one of the toll bridges in 
the state which would be bought 
by the highway 
departm ent 
if 
H art’s plan is adopted. 
Along w ith the bridge and the 
highway , Bagnell dam and resorts, 
H art showed off two airports—the 
nation’s first “airpark ” at Eldon 
and a privately owned field at 
Versailles, 
the 
senator’s 
home 
town. 
Just a Landing Place 
An airpark , he ex plained, is real­ 
ly just an unpretentious but ade­ 
quate level place for small planes 
to land. The community it serves 
has no aspirations for a commer­ 
cial airline; it just wants to see 
that air flivver pilots can drop in, 
gas up, get m inor repairs and 
shelter their planes while 
they 
rustle around on business or pleas­ 
ure. 
The now building $25,000 Eldon 
airpark has already enticed a num ­ 
ber of tourists and even some busi­ 
ness to Eldon, May or J. R. Reed 
told the visitors. A local factory 
is ex panding and the 
city 
has 
erected a building to house an­ 
other firm which will hire sev­ 
eral hundred employ es. It ex pects 
more business than ever from 
tourists and sportsmen. 
Pasture Into Airfield 
The other field is owned and 
operated by a y oung flier-veteran 
of the present w ar—25-y ear-old 
Charles “Chuck ” H arris of V er­ 
sailles. The land is part of his par­ 
ents’ pasture. 
Since he opened for business the 
first of July , 207 different aircraft 
have landed at his little port, rep­ 
resenting most of the states of the 
nation. 
Two sportsmen flew in from 
Iowa the other day in 
a tw in- 
engined plane, park ed it on the 
edge of the field and called a tax i­ 
cab to tak e them to the nearby 
lak e for a fishing session. 
Senators H art and Ted H aw k ­ 
ins (R) of Brum ley on the other 
side of the Lak e of the Ozark s 
sponsored the bus trip through the 
area. 
They said they w anted their col­ 
leagues to see the lak e area’s pos­ 
sibilities which, they said, could 
be enhanced if the state spent a 
little money to improve and pro­ 
mote the region as a recreation 
and vacation spot.

Fo urteen Nav y 
Men Die in 
Plane Crash 


Plane Was Being 
Guided to Cleared 
Runway s by Radio 


MIAMI, Fla., 
Sept. 
12—(P)— 
Fourteen navy men died today in 
the crash of a big, four-engined 
Privateer, which, with one engine, 
afire, was being guided to cleared 
runway s by radio. 
One m an es­ 
caped by leaping w ith his para­ 
chute. 
The man who jum ped was W. 
J. De Roche (address unavailable 
im m ediately ), aviation ordnance- 
man, 
who attem pted to rescue 
his comrades but was driven away 
by flames and ex ploding am m un­ 
ition. 
Naval authorities gave this des­ 
cription of the tragedy : 
The big plane with 
15 men 
aboard took off from the naval 
air station on a regular training 
flight and as it gained the air 
observers in the 
control tower 
saw that its No. 3 engine was 
afire. 
“Your engine is afire,” the pi­ 
lot was told by radio. 
“You will 
land immediately on any runway . 
All runw ay s are being cleared for 
y ou.” 
Way Was Cleared 
Every plane in the vicinity was 
ordered out of the way of the dis­ 
tressed craft as the pilot ack now­ 
ledged the message and began to 
turn back toward the field. 
“The aircraft circled and made 
a normal, three-engine approach. 
At about 500 feet with the smok e 
getting into the cabin, one man 
was observed to parachute to safe­ 
ty . 
No one else left the plane,” 
the navy reported. 
“The aircraft suddenly dived, 
crashed and ex ploded. There were 
no 
other survivors. 
Names of 
the dead will be released after 
nex t of k in have been notified.”

Lt. Gen. M asaharu Homma who 
ordered the infamous death m arch 
from Bataan and who, with Tojo 
and his cabinet, headed the “w an­ 
ted” list, reportedly has fled.

Truman Frank With Stalin 
But when President Truman got 
to Potsdam he decided to change 
all this. 
He felt that these con­ 
cessions to Russia went too far, 
and told Stalin so frankly . 
Putting all his cards on the 
tab le, the new U. S. p resident told 
the venerab le Soviet chief ap p rox­ 
imately this: 
“The Far East is our first line 
of defense. 
There lies our great­ 
est danger in wartime. 
We have 
recognized y our first line of de­ 
fense in Europ e. 
We liave given 
y ou what y ou want in Poland, and 
in southern flurop e. 
We have let 
y ou extend y our line of defense 
up to the river Elb e. 
Now we 
m ust ask y ou to recip rocate in 
the Far East, where we p lan to 
arrange a p eace which we think 
will b e lasting.” 
Truman stuck to this p osition. 
Stalin saw that he meant b usi­ 
ness and gracefully y ielded—ex­ 
cep t on one p oint.

p ort of Port Arthur w^ere b uilt b y 
Russia and owned b y Russia up 
until 1904.

But then arose the p oint that 
China should also b e p ermitted to 
m aintain b ases at Port Arthur and 
Dairen.

admirals and generals say Jimmy 
By rnes step p ed in and accep ted 
the comp romise. 
They claim he 
did it without consulting them. 
Jim m y ju.stified his move not on­ 
ly on the ground that Roosevelt 
had p reviously p romised the Ku­ 
riles to Russia, b ut b ecause the 
Kuriles in U. S. hands would set 
up a chain of forts surrounding 
Sib eria. 
He felt it would make 
for healthier all-around relations 
with Russia if we did not give 
the ap p earance of b oxing her in. 
U. S. military men say , how­ 
ever, that the Kuriles are imp or­ 
tant

ington and Oregon.

the Kuriles that the Jap s laun­ 
ched their b alloons to the U. S.
